First returns received today from 
the count of absentee ballots and 
the canvass of official returns re- 
duced slightly the narrow lead For- 
rest C. Donnell, Republican, had on 
the unofficial returns, over his 
Democratic opponent, * Lawrence 
McDaniel, for Governor. 


With complete official returns in 
from 11 of the 114 counties, but 
all others unofficial, and with the 
official count on absentee ballots in 
23 counties, Donnell’s lead had been 
reduced to 3752. The vote stood: 
Donnell, 905,999; McDaniel, 902,247. 

The tota] of the absentee ballots 
in the 23 counties was 1947, of 
which McDaniel had 1156 and Don- 
nell 791, McDaniel having an ad- 
vantage of 365 in the absentee bal- 
lots so far reported. These returns 
do not include St. Louis, St. Louis 
County or Kansas City, but in the 
_ are from Democratic coun- 

es. 

Greene. County, in which is 
Springfield, the fourth largest city 
in the State, was the largest coun- 
ty reported. Although it has a 
big railroad vote, being an impor- 


tant division point of the Frisco 
Railroad, it did not give its absen- 
tee vote to McDaniel in as large a 
proportion as Democratic leaders 
hda expected. The tally there was 
248 for McDaniel and 216 for Don- 
anell.

Straddled From End to End 
With Tons of Bombs, 
British Assert—Cologne, 
Duisburg, Dusseldorf Al- 
so Attacked. 


BERN, Switzerland, Nov. 8 (AP). 
—An air raid alarm sounded in Bern 
tonight. Such alarms usually mean 
that British planes are flying over 
the Alps to bomb Italian targets. 


LONDON, Nov. 8 *(AP).—The 
great Krupp armament works at 
Essen, Germany, was left in “one 
huge sheet of fire” in an overnight 
attack by British bombers,’ the 
Air Ministry announced today. 
Thousands of fire bombs and tons 
of explosives were dropped, it was 
said, by a force of medium and 
heavy bombers which pounded the 
workshops, machine shops and ad- 
ministrative building for more than 
four hours. 

Returning pilots said they could 
see the resulting glow 60 miles 
away. . 

The Air Ministry’s news service 
said that “some of the heaviest 
caliber bombs yet carried into Ger- 
many were dropped,” and added: 
“The attack on the target began 
shortly after 8 p. m. Under fa- 
vorable weather conditions. The 
huge factory could not be mistaken 
and every bomb dropped in the 
first wave found its mark. 
“Other bombers following close 
behind the leaders aimed for a 
chain of fires already blazing, their 
high explosive bombs straddling 
the works from end to end in a 
burst of vivid multi-colored explo- 
sions which added to the growing 
havoc.” 

A concentrated attack also was 
made on the German submarine 
base at Lorient, France, a com- 
munique said.

BRITISH WARSHIPS LEAVE

LA LINEA, Spain, Nov. 8 (AP). 
EAVY gunfire was heard in 
Mediterranean today shortly 
after a British fleet of 14 

warships based at Gibraltar left 

harbor. 

The British warships included 
a battleship, two cruisers, eight 
destroyers, two submarines and 
an aircraft carrier. There was 
no immediate clew to the cause 
of the firing. 


A German radio broadcast, 
heard in New York, quoted re- 
ports from Madrid that Brit- 
ain is making an island of 
Gibraltar. A canal about three 
miles long and varying in width 
from one-fourth to three-fourths 
of a mile is being blasted be- 
tween the mainland and the 
promontory, this report said. 


At Lotient, the Air Ministry news 

service reported, the R. A. F. struck 
at a power station, naval work- 
shops, barracks near a dry dock, 
shipbuilding ways and railway ap- 
proaches, 
Aircraft of the British coastal 
command also bombed airfields at 
Abbeville and Lannian, firing build- 
ings at Abbeville and dropping ex- 
plosives on the Lannian field as 
German planes were taking off, the 
news service reported.

CHAMBERLAIN IN GRAVE 
CONDITION AND FAILING 


Former Prime Minister’s 
Strength Going, Wife 
Tells London Press. 


LONDON, Nov. 8 (AP).—Mrs. 
Neville Chamberlain, ~wife of the 
former Prime Minister, sent this 
message to the London press today: 
“Mr. Chamerlain’s strength has 
been failing the last few days and 
he is now gravely ill.” 

Chamberlain, 71 years old, is un- 
derstood to be in the country, 
where he has been resting since 
his resignation Oct. 3 as Lord Pres- 
ident of the Council. He resigned 
as Prime Minister last May 10, 
giving way to Winston Churchill 
the day Germany began its drive 
into the Low Countries and France. 
Chamberlain underwent an ab- 
dominal operation July 29 for re- 
lief of symptoms of intestinal ob- 
struction, but his recovery was de- 
scribed as satisfactory and after a 
short while he was back at his 


2 Government post. 


He has suffered attacks of gout 
in recent years and the umbrella 
he carried for protection from Eng- 
land’s weather became a symbol 
of his appeasement efforts.

HITLER SAYS GERMANY 
WILL FIGHT 10 VICTORY 


Fuechrer Speaks Behind Closed 
Doors in Munich Beer Hall 
Celebration. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 8 (AP). 
Adolf Hitler told old guard Nazis 
in Munich tonight “the fight will 
be continued until we end it by 
our victory,” said the German wire- 
less in a broadcast report of his 


speech. 

He spoke on the eve of the seven- 
teenth anniversary of the unsuc- 
cessful Munich beer cellar putsch 
which was followed by the Nazis’ 
eventual rise to ,dominance in 
Germany. 

He explained the war’s meaning 
for Germany, said the official broad- 
cast account of his remarks, and 
told of the “gigantic military feats 
of German soldiers.” 

The tone of the address, the radio 
said, was one of determination to 
fight on. 

The talk was made behind closed 
doors, presumably in the historic 
Munich beer hall. The text of his 
address will be made public to- 
morrow, it was said. 

Tomorrow, the actual anniver- 
sary of the abortive Munich putsch 
which launched the Nazi revolu- 
tion, is memorial day for those who 
fell in the fight. The gathering on 
the eve of the anniversay is an an- 
nual affair. 

Last year’s celebration, however, 
Was marred by the explosion of 
a time bomb shortly after Hitler 
left the hall. Eight persons were 
killed and more than 60 injured. 

The German radio account of 
Hitler’s talk added: 

“Tremendous cheers were raised 
when Hitier spoke of the inner 
strength and unity of the nation, 
of the immense striking pawer of 
the German armed forces and of 
the absolute certainty of the vic- 
tory of the German people and its 
leadership. 

“The Fuehrer then referred to 
nightly attacks by the British air 
force oh the German civilian pop-

Roosevelt Says He Guessed Wrong 
On Himself by 109 Electoral Votes 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 8 (AP).— 
President Roosevelt said today he 
had again been way off in his 
guess on the election’s outcome. 


He told his press conference he 
had forecast 340 electoral votes for 
himself. The way the returns stood 
today, he had won 449 and Wen- 
dell L. Willkie 82. 

The 340 forecast was exactly the 
same he had made on Aug. 2 before 
the 1936 election. That year he 
won 523 electoral votes to Alf M. 
Landon’s 8. 

On the basis of his 340 vote fore- 
cast,. Roosevelt laughed and as-

serted he had lost several pool 
wagers at Hyde Park on how va-

. Asked what states had surprised 
him, he replied about 110 votes 
worth. He did not identify the 
states. 

Told by a reporter that Latin 
American countries had interpreted 
his re-election as strengthening the 
good neighbor policy, he replied 
that was nice and, he thought, was 
probably correct. 

In response to questions, Roose- 
velt said he had not heard from 
Hitler or Mussolini on the election.

NEW GREEK GAINS 
ON TWO SECTORS 
REPORTED: TRAP 
CLOSING ON FOE 


Italians Being Encircled in 
Center of Front, Thrown 
Back in North and 
Stopped in South, Athens 
Asserts. 


ATHENS, Nov. 8 (AP).—Italian 
forces were reported today to have 
been thrown back by Greece’s de- 
fenders, both in the center sector 
of the mountainous border front 
and on the northern wing, where 
the Greeks have penetrated into 
Albania. 

The gains on the right wing were 


described as small, those in the 
center as important. 
The center sector is where a 


large number bf Italians were re- 
ported trapped some days ago, ac- 
cording to dispatches from _ the 
front, and the remnants are being 
encircled now, it was said. 

Earlier the high command an- 
nounced that all attacks on the 
Greek left wing, along the main 
defenses of the Metaxas line, near 
the Ionian shore, had been thrown 
back. 

The Italians had brought the full 
force of their mechanized forces 
into the battle to crack the line 
near the coast in a drive toward 
Ioannina (Janina). 


Firing All Along Front. 


Artillery blasted along the entire 
front with troop fighting on a fairly 
heavy scale, it was said, but Greek 
field artillery and dnti-tank guns 
were most active in the protection 
of the coastal route to Ioannina. 

Neutral military experts said the 
Greek positions now are as good as 
or better than they were on the first 
day of the Italian offensive. 

They said that the Greek advance 
into Albania on the Macedonian 
front more than offset their with- 
drawal to the southwest in the Epi- 
rus region. 

Everywhere, according to these 
observers, the Greeks apparently 
are operating in accordance with 
well laid plans and with no break in 
their communications or supply or- 
ganization. Both army and civilian 
morale appeared high, under the 
encouragement of British aid. 

Main Threat in South. 

The coastal thrust toward Ioan- 
nina was the greatest threat to the 
Greeks. 

The high command said all at- 
tacks in this sector, where the 
Greeks previously had acknowl- 
edged making “a slight retreat,” 
had been repulsed. 

A Government spokesman de- 
clared: “The situation is thoroughly 
satisfactory.” 

(The Italians claimed new gains 
yesterday on this end of the front, 
reporting their troops had crossed 
the Kalamas River and established 
a bridgehead on its east bank.) 

Italian attacks on the Greek left 
flank in the Epirus sector, reported 
yesterday as apparently the begin- 
ning of a major offensive, thus 
far have resulted in purely “local” 
fighting, a Government spokesman 
said. The high command used the 
same phrase in referring to fight- 
ing there. 

“Audacious action” by Greek in- 
fantrymen and engineers during 
the night of Nov. 5-6 destroyed nine 
Italian tanks which were “put out 
of action” on Nov. 3, the high 
command said, 


Limited British Aid. 


Reports from Cairo said the 
British Middle East Command was 
giving valuable air and naval aid to 
Greece, but that it was moving 
cautiously because of the necessity 
of keeping its forces ready to meet 
a threatened Italian drive toward 
the Suez.

NAZIS SAY RAIDERS 
SURPRISED BRITISH 


BERLIN, Nov. 8 (AP),—German 
surface warships operating on Brit- 
ain’s vital North Atlantic supply 
lane from Canada and the United 
States were reported today by the 
high ‘command to have “destroyed 


completely” a British convoy con- 
sisting of 86,000 tons of shipping. 
Tonight an informed source as- 
serted that Stuka bombers sank 
31,000 tons out of strongly pro- 
tected convoys today and damaged 
23,000 tons. 

The same source said 13 British 
planes were shot down today in 
attacks on England with no Ger- 
man losses. 

Few details were given on the 
claimed destruction of the convoy 
by surface raiders. 

The communique did not ampli- 
fy the announcement, but informed 
quarters said the convoy was made 
up of from 15 to 20 commercial 
vessels and that all the tonnage 
destroyed was commercial, 

The convoy was said to have been 
heavily guarded by British war- 
ships. 

(On Tuesday the 16,698-ton Brit- 
ish liner Rangitiki radioed that it 
was being shelled by a German ves- 
sel of the Graf Spee Class—a 
pocket battleship—about half way 
between Ireland and Newfoundland, 
and a little later the British 
freighter Cornish City, 4952 tons, 
sent a similar message of distress. 
It appeared then that a convoy 
had been attacked. The messages 
were the last received from the two 
vessels, which had sailed for Brit- 
ain from a Canadian port.) 

British “Consternation.” 

The German radio declared the 
following conclusions could be 
drawn: 

“The attack of the German units 

was made with striking quickness, 
because from the other ships sunk 
not even SOS signals were caught 
by American radio stations. 
“In a false feeling of security, 
the leaders of the convoy had not 
reckoned with dangers from at- 
tacks in this part of the Atlantic 
Ocean. 

“Their confidence in the scope 
of British naval protection thus 
has been sorely destroyed.” 

The German success has “caused 
consternation in British Admiralty 
circles.” 

Air Attacks on Ships. 

For the last two days German 
reports have told of a growing 
aerial offensive against British 
shipping, as a supplement to the 
counterblockade by U-boats and 
surface raiders. Germans boasted 
that their planes had carried their 
recent attacks more than 300 miles 
west of Ireland into “regions 
where hitherto the enemy felt safe.” 

Foreign Office circles seemed 
pleased at Irish Prime Minister De 
Valera’s declaration against estab- 
lishment of British sea and air 
bases in Ireland to combat the Ger- 
man assaults at sea. 

“De Valera needs no amplifica- 
tion by us,” authorized sources 
said. “He is merely defending his 
country’s interests.” 

The high command said that 
British naval forces which tried to 
approach the Flanders coast under

SON, DAUGHTER 
OF OFFICIAL AILLED 
BY BOMB IN AUT 


Boy, 19, and Girl, 17, 
Children of Scranton 
Public Health Director, 
Victims of Explosion. 


SCRANTON, Pa., Nov. 8 (AP).— 
An investigation of the bomb deaths 
of the son and daughter of Scran- 
ton’s Public Health Director. was 
under way today, with detectives 
from other states joining in the in- 


quiry. One suspect was questioned, 
but quickly dismissed. 

The explosion last night killed 
William Rebhorn, 19-year-old Uni- 
versity of Scranton student, and 
his sister, Lois, 17. 

Both were mangled as one of 
them touched the door handle of 
the family car in front of the Reb- 
horn home in the “Hill” residential 
section of this anthracite city. 

County Detective Joseph J. Raf- 
ter said the bomb apparently had 
been wired to explode as the auto- 
mobile door was opened. 

Fifteen minutes earlier, Dr. E. H. 
Rebhorn, the victims’ father, left 
home to attend a_ hospital staff 
meeting. Contrary to his usual 
custom, he left the automobile at 
home—and walked to the hospital. 

No Clear Motive. 

Rafter and other authorities said 
there still was no clear motive, but 
indicated there was a possibility a 
disgruntled patient of Dr. Rebhorn 
might have planted the explosive. 

In addition to serving as director 
of public health, Dr. Rebhorn is a 
surgeon for a large coal company 
and often has given testimony on 
compensation claims. He said he 
had “no known enemies.” 

At the request of Lackawanna 
County authorities, bomb experts 
were sent from New York, Phila- 
delphia and New Jersey to help in 
the inquiry. 

Young Rebhorn and his sister 
were on their way to a store to buy 
a birthday card for a relative at 
the time of the blast. The explo- 
sion was heard a mile away. It 
broke windows in many surround- 
ing homes. 

Mrs. Rebhorn, rushing out, stum-

gar Hoover, chief of the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation, is becom- 
ing increasingly annoyed with what 
he insists is interference with his 
task of apprehending “fifth col- 
umnists” by Chairman Martin Dies 
of the House Committee Investi- 
gating Un-American Activities. 

Moreover, Hoover has ‘the back- 
ing of his chief, Attorney-General 
Robert H. Jackson, as well as State 
Department officials who agree 
that what Dies has turned up so 
far is unimportant in relation to 
the job of apprehending saboteurs. 

Agents for Dies raided the files 
of the Transocean News Service, 
headed by Manfred Zapp, and the 
German Railroads Information Of- 
fice. The Dies agents obtained 
evidence of the propaganda activ- 
ities of Zapp and many other 
Nazis in this country. 

But in so doing they interfered 
with undercover plans of Hoover, 
who had had an agent planted in 
Zapp’s office. This agent was on 
the point of obtaining information 
of a far more significant character 
when the raid occurred. Hoover 
was so annoyed he put into a 
speech he was making a reference 
to interference by politicians. 

Material “Leaks Out.” 

Dies then sought to embarrass 
the administration by intimating 
that the Department of Justice 
was not willing to prosecute on the 
basis of the evidence he had ob- 
tained. This was particularly em- 
barrassing in the weeks immediate- 
ly preceding the election. Much 
of Dies’ material was allowed to 
leak out to newspapers and news- 
paper columnists. 

Two weeks ago the Dies evidence 
was submitted to a Federal grand 
jury in Washington. It was based 
largely on disclosures by Dr. Fred-

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Airliner, Small Plane Crash in Air 
Over Rio de Janeiro; 21 Are Killed 


RIO DE JANEIRO, Nov. 8 (AP). 
—Twenty-one persons were killed 
today when a twin-engined trans- 
port plane of the Brazilian V. A. 
S. P. line collided with a small 
advertising plane and fell into Bota- 
fogo Bay. 

The crash occurred as the big 
transport was taking off from San- 
tos Dumont airdrome. 

The transport plunged into the 
wwater in full view of thousands 


lalong Rio de Janeiro’s waterfront. 


The small plane struck a house 
and was so battered that the bodies 
of its three occupants could not be 
removed immediately. 

Of the 18 killed on the transport, 
three were crew members and 15 
were passengers, including Hernan- 
dez Cata, the Cuban Minister to 
Brazil, and Evendro Chagas, a Bra- 
zilian scientist well known in the 
United States.

Authority said that despite rescue 
efforts, all aboard the V. A. 8. P. 
plane were killed and 13 bodies al- 
ready have been recovered. 

The accident occurred less than 
10 minutes before the arrival of a 
Pan-American transport plane from 
Buenos Aires carrying an Argen- 
tine financial mission en route to 
Washington. 

V. A. S. P. Airlines began oper- 
ations about three years ago with 
German planes and pilots. Re- 
cently it had been using Brazilian 
pilots and had acquired modern 
transports built in the United 
States. It operates two round trips 
daily between ‘Rio de Janeiro and 
Sao Paulo, Brazil's second city. 

The second plane was a twin- 
engined machine owned by the 
Shell-Mex Argentina, an oil com- 
pany, and was believed to have 
been piloted by an Englishman, 
Collin Abbot.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 8 (AP).— 
President Roosevelt said today he 
had established a rule-of-thumb pol- 
icy whereby Great Britain and Can- 
ada would be supplied 50 per cent 
of American defense items now 
coming off factory lines, including 
large bombers and other things 
needed both here and abroad. 

Following closely on the Presi- 
dent’s outline of policy the Priori- 
ties Board announced that the Brit- 
ish Purchasing Commission would 
be permitted to negotiate orders 
with the American aviation indus- 
try for an additional 12,000 planes, 
The 12,000 planes, the board said, 
will be built in existing plants and 
in other facilities now developing. 

Great Britain already has orders 


in effect in this country for 14,000 
planes, President Roosevelt said in 
his Boston campaign address last 
week. At the same time he had 
announced that Britain had asked 
permission to order 12,000 addition- 
al. He said then that he had asked 
the Defense Commission's-priorities 
board to give “most sympathetic 
consideration” to the request. 


To Co-ordinate Production, 


The board said today it was in- 
tended, under plans now being de- 
vised, to gear construction of the 
British planes to American produc- 
tion in such a way as to prevent in- 
terference with American defense 
requirements. 

“The question of delivery priori- 
ties is being studied,” the board 
said in a brief formal statement. 
“They will be fixed at appropriate 
times as production progresses.” 

There was no announcement as to 
when. the ships might be ready for 
delivery. 

At his first press conference since 
he was elected to a third term, 
Roosevelt also reported that Amer- 
ican and Mexican army officers 
had carried on conversations re- 
garding joint defense similar to 
those with other Latin American 
countries. 

The Chief Executive said that 
héretofore, in regard to defense 
items needed both by the United 
States and Great Britain, this coun- 
try was selling to Britain about 45 
per cent of our new production and 
retaining about 55 per cent here, 

Makes Some Exceptions. 

Making plain that there would be 
some exceptions to his rule of 
thumb policy, the President said 
that, generally speaking, Britain 
would get half of needed munitions 
and other armaments and that this 
would apply to large bombing 
planes now coming off the line. 

For a while, he said, the United 
States might need more than 50 per 
cent of some items and less in 
others. 

The President said the question 
about division of important defense 
items with Britain and Canada 
came up about three or four weeks 
ago. He said he laid down his 
rule-of-thumb policy then, buf em- 
phasized there would be exceptions. 

(Roosevelt did not go into details 
of his interpretation of “rule of 
thumb.” The dictionary defines 
such a policy as roughly practical 
rather than scientific.) 

He explained the Priorities Board 
was looking into manufacturing 
facilities, labor, and the assembly 
phase of defense and also figuring 
on possible shortages of raw mate- 
rials. 

No Steel Shortage. 

The steel situation was consid- 
ered yesterday, he added, and the 
conclusion was reached that there 
would be no ingot shortage this 
winter, because sufficient ore was 
on hand. 

He said, however, there might be 
a shortage of manufacturing facili- 
ties fer some steel processing after 
the ingots had been melted down.

BRIDGE COLLAPSE 
IS ATTRIBUTED 10 
GHANGE IN DESIGN 


Solid Metal Girders Acted 
Like = Sail Wind, 
Swinging the Span, En- 
gineer Says.

TACOMA, Wash., Nov. 8 (AP).— 
The elements won over the $6,400,- 
000 Narrows bridge, and today the 
world’s third longest suspension 
span lies in Puget Sound. 

Twisted by a. strong wind, the 
structure, whith only four months 


ago was dedicated as a monument 
to engineering science, crumbled, 
then collapsed with a roar yester- 
day. 

There was no loss of life. 
Anengineer and a newspaper man 
who were on the bridge when it 
began to twist violently, escaped 
as sections of the floor dropped 
into the waters 200 feet below. 

A cocker spaniel riding in the 
car with Leonard Coatsworth, Ta- 
coma newspaper man, was not so 
fortunate. Coatsworth had to aban- 
don his car to have his life. As 
Prof. F. G. Farquharson, the en- 
gineer, and Coatsworth made their 
way to safety, the car and the dog 
fell into the Sound. 

A: F. Andrew, chief engineer of 
the Washington Toll Bridge Au- 
thirity, who announced that plans 
for rebuilding the bridge would be 
undertaken immediately, attributed 
the collapse to “substitution of 
plate girders eight feet in depth 
for a truss design which had pre- 
viously been planned.” He_  ex- 
plained: 

“The solid metal expanses acted 
like a sail, catching the wind and 
swinging the bridge. We had 
planned to bore holes to allow the 
wind to pass through, but had not 
had time.” 

From its opening, the bridge had 
shown signs of sway whenever a 
high wind whipped up. There was 
a up-and-down swing that gave 
motorists a seasick feeling. 

A $20,000 model of the span con- 
sequently was constructed in the 
University of Washington engineer- 
ing laboratory, and was studied 
by engineers seeking a means of 
arresting the sway. In tests on 
this model, engineers discovered 
the bridge was susceptible, in 
certain wind conditions, to a twist- 
ing motion which might wreck the 
structure. They hoped to find a 
solution to this weakness before 
the weakness was found by the 
elements. 

The State carried insurance of 
$5,200,000 on the bridge, plus insur- 
ance against loss of tolls. Lieut. 
Col. Lacey V. Murrow, State Di- 
rector of Highways when the span 
was built, estimated it would cost 
about $3,000,000 to rebuild, if the 
superstructure should prove a total 
loss. He pointed out a large item 
in the bridge expense was in the 
concrete foundations in the deep 
narrows channel, with its tricky, 
strong tides. These foundations 
still are secure. 

Andrew said it was the first 
time solid plate girders had been 
used in a bridge so long and nar- 
row. The structure, reaching from 
the mainland outside of Tacoma ‘+o 
the Olympic Peninsula was more 
than a miel long. The 2800-foot cen- 
ter suspension span was the one 
that collapsed. 

Prof. Farquharson,, who directed 
the experiments on the laboratory 
model, disclosed the tests has pro- 
duced the twisting motion that 
caused the collapse. 

The bridge was constructed with 
a PWA grant of $2,900,000 and an 
RFC loan of $3,520,000. It cut 50

Tells of ‘Pitching and Rolling’ When New 


Began — How He 


Scrambled to Shore as Span Collapsed. 


TACOMA, Wash., Nov. 8 (AP).— 
Prof. F. B. Farquharson was on 
the Tacoma Narrows bricge when 
its center span collapsed into Puget 
Sound yesterday. He had been en- 
gaged in laboratory research for 
several months at the University 
of Washington in an attempt to 
correct the sway of the span. His 
account of the bridge collapse fol- 
lows: 

“I was the only person on the 
bridge when it collapsed. It wasn’t 
bravery on my part. I didn’t be- 
lieve it would happen, and besides, 
I was anxious to get a motion pic- 
ture of the unusual way the bridge 
was acting for my official records. 
“When I arrived about 9:45 a. 
m., the bridge was moving in a 


motion we were studying and seek- 
ing to correct. 

“About half an hour later it 
started a lateral twisting motion 
in addition to its vertical waves. 
It had never done that before. 
There was considerable noise of 
stress and strain. As the motion 
increased in severity, lamp posts 
were jerked back and forth in a 
side motion and at least six snapped 
off while I was on the bridge. 

“I noticed one auto stalled in the 
middle of the span. Previously I 
had seen two men near the car. 
They were deathly sick. They 
stumbled and crawled to the Ta- 
coma end. 

“I looked in the car and saw a 
dog in there. Then I went ashore 
to get some more films for my 
camera, and walked out on the ca- 
reening span again. 

“About 10 minutes later, as the 
pitching, twisting and rolling in- 
creased, the dog occurred to me 
again. Since I love dogs, I stag- 
gered out to mid-span again and 
opened the door and tried to coax

him out. The animal, sick and 
terrified, bit me on a Knuckle. 

“Then I gave up the attempt, 
deciding that even if I succeeded 
in getting the dog out, he'd prob- 
ably fall overboard. So he stayed 
and plunged to death in his mas- 
ter’s car. 


“A few minutes later I saw a side 
girder bulge out on the Gig Har- 
bor side, due to a failure, but 
though the bridge was buckling 
up at an angle of 45 degrees the 
concrete didn’t break up. Even 
then, I thought the bridge would 
be able to fight it out. 


“Looking toward the Gig Harbor 
end, I saw the suspenders, the ver- 
tical steel cables, snap off and a 
whole section of the bridge caved 
in. 


“The main cable over that part 
of the bridge, freed of its weight, 
tightened like a bow string, fling- 
ing the suspenders into the air like 
so many fish lines. 


“I realized the rest of the main 
span of the bridge was going so I 
started for the Tacoma end. Be- 
hind me, the rest of the bridge 
plunged into the sound. 

“By that time I was between the 
tower on the Tacoma side and the 
Tacoma shore. I[ thought I was out 
of danger, but suddenly the bridge 
dropped from under me. I fell and 
broke one of my cameras. I got up 
and started, only to have the bridge 
fall out from under me again. 

“The part of the bridge I was 
on had dropped fully 30 feet, due 
to the sudden shift of weight on 
the main cable. 

“It was one of those things that 
couldn’t happen once in a thousand 
years, a combinetion of conditions 
that no one anticipated.” 

Farquharson suffered only minor 


bruises and abrasions.

Schuermanns Indicted Joint- 
ly With Teamster in 
Death of AFL Picket in 
Battle at Pine Lawn. 


Norman, Harry and Lee Schuer- 
mann, brothers, who operate the 
Schuermann Building & Realty 
Co., surrendered at Clayton today 
on an indictment charging first- 
degree murder in the killing of Up- 
ton Hammond, an AFL picket, in 


the pitched battle Oct. 23 at the 
Velda Village Hills subdivision in 
Pine Lawn. They were released on 
bonds of $15,000 each. 

Indicted jointly with them was 
Abbie Chestnut, non-union team- 
ster emploved by the firm, who has 
been .in jail since the day of the 
riot. Norman Schuermann is presi- 
dent of the company, Harry vice- 
president and Lee a foreman. 

Lee Schuermann also was named 
in three indictments charging as- 
sault to kill in firing a shotgun at 
Paul Lowery and Sanders Hodges, 
Negro AFL laborers, and Russell 
Metzner, a bystander, wounding all 
three. Another indictment named 
Chestnut on a similar charge in 
striking James Moran, union picket, 
with the same 2x4 club with which 
he allegedly struck Hammond. 

It was expected that habeas cor- 
pus proceedings instituted on behalf 
of Chestnut, seeking to obtain his 
release on bond, would be dismissed 
as a result of the indictment and 
fixing of bond. 

Hammond, 69 years old, died of 
a fractured skull as a result of a 
blow on the head. At an inquest 
two witnesses identified Chestnut 
as the man who struck Hammond. 

Four men were shot and about 
30 beaten in the fight, which came 
as the result of a concerted drive 
by the AFL Building Trades Coun- 
cil to organize all non-union con- 
struction jobs in the city and coun- 
ty. The Schuermann firm, which 
specializes in building small homes, 
has since signed contracts with 
AFL unions. 

Norman and Harry Schuermann 
had been at liberty since Oct. 28 
under $1000 bond each to answer 
any charge that might be preferred. 
Lee Schuermann was chargea 
with assault to kill in warrants 
issued the day after the fight 
and released on $10,000 bond. He 
has denied to deputies that he car- 
ried a shotgun at any time during 
the riot.

HOPSON ‘GUIDING 
GENIUS’ OF UTILITY 


Behind Every Mc Move of As- 
sociated Gas Company, 
Witness Testifies at Mail 
Fraud Trial.

SYSTEM, AID SAYS 


WASHINGTON U 
10 TRAIN MEN 
FOR DEFENSE JOBS 


Government to Pay Tuition 
for Those Taking Special 
Courses—Classes to Be- 

gin About Jan. 1. 


Special courses to train men for 
supervisory, designing, drafting and 
testing jobs in defense industries 
will be started about Jan. 1 in the 
Washington University School of 
Engineering, Dean Alexander S. 
Langsdorf announced today. The 
Government will pay the tuition 
cost, 

In co-operation with the United 
States Office of Education, courses 
will be set up for special advanced 
training of men in defense indus- 
tries and of men seeking employ- 
ment in those industries. Those 
with a year or more of college 
training in engineering and youths 
with high school education or in- 
dustrial experience will be eligible. 
The classes will be separate from 
those for students already enrolled 
in the university and will be more 
intensive. Terms will be 12 to 20 
weeks in length. 

A shortage of men in certain 
types of work in defense industries 
is responsible for the new pro- 
gram, Langsdorf said. Training 
will be given in production control, 
machine design, explosives, use of 
gauges for ins,ection purposes and 
other subjects. The program will 
supplement mechanical training al- 
ready being given at Ranken 
School of Mechanical Trades and 
at Hadley Technical High School. 

More detailed plans for the 
courses, which will be offered in 
nine Midwestern universities, will 
be worked out at a conference to- 
morrow at Kansas City. Dean R. A. 
Seaton of Kansas State College will 
be in charge. Other schools which 
will give the courses are: Univer- 
sity of Missouri, Missouri School of 
Mines, University of Kansas, Uni- 
versity of Arkansas, University of 
Oklahoma, Oklahoma A. and M. 
College and Tulsa University. The 
program is part of a $9,000,000 na- 
tional plan.

erich Ernst Auhagen, who was 
picked up by Federal agents on the 
West Coast as he was about to 
leave for Japan.

But they feel 
that since most of this propaganda 
activity is blatantly obvious, it is 
more or less self-defeating. They 
feel that while stories of such ac- 
tivities may make sensational head- 
lines, they have little relation to 
the espionage activities that may 
actually menace national defense. 


Question of Legality. 

Furthermore, they raise a ques- 
tion as to the constitutionality of 
Dies’ present far-flung campaign of 
investigation. Committees of Con- 
gress are authorized to investigate 
matters that may be related to the 
need for new legislation, but Dies 
has gone so far afield, it is pointed 
out at the Department of Justice, 
that little relation can be seen be- 
tween his activities and possible 
legislation. 
The Federal grand jury is ex- 
‘pected to return a number of in- 
dictments unless there is more dip- 
lomatic intervention through the 
State Department. It has been re- 
ported that the German Embassy 
has strongly intimated that, if the 
Transocean News’ Service is 
wiped out and its representatives 
indicted or deported, the Nazis 
will retailate by ousting all 
American newspaper men from Ger- 
many and occupied Europe. At 
the State Department it is denied 
that any such representation has 
been made and no move to delay 
or stop the prosecutions is expect- 
ed from the department.

Hoover has won the admiration 
of Assistant Secretary of State 
Adolf A. Berle, who is acting for 
Secretary Hull on the Interdepart- 
mental Committee concerned with 
“fifth column” activities. At least 
once, according to reports here, 
Berle championed Hoover when 
certain younger New Dealers sought 
to discredit him.

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Suggestions at Conference Here 
Include More U. S. Aid, Ex- 
pansion of CCC. 


Federal aid to wipe out state 
inequalities in education, vocation- 
al training by both school and in- 
dustry, NYA and CCC expan- 
sion, and community-wide shar- 
ing of guidance and yiacement 
were advocated as immediate needs 
of youth in the regional conference 
of the Child Welfare League of 
America today at Hotel Coronado. 

The speaker was Howard Y. Mc- 
Clusky of Washington, associate 
director of the American Youth 
Commission. About 500 social 
workers from 11 states are attend- 
ing the conference, which will close 
tomorrow with a panel discussion 
On mobilizing and co-ordinating 
community resources for children. 

Between childhood and maturity, 
said McClusky, falls “a strange gap 
in the services of society.. In the 
first place, young people find it 
more difficult to get a job than 
any other section of our society. 
Four million between the ages of 
16 and 25 are out of school and out 
of work; this same 4,000,000 con- 
stitute one-third of all the unem- 
ployed who are capable of employ- 
ment.” 

On Education, Recreation. 

In education, too, he found “an 
inexcusable plateau in the develop- 
ment of improved programs.” And 
in recreation, he said, the “losing 
struggle” of Boy Scout, Y. M. C. A., 
and other groups “against the drift 
of young people away from their 
programs,” created another gap. 

“An adequate solution,” McClus- 
ky said, “requires an attack along 
all fronts.” Toward jobs, he speci- 
fied, schools and: employment serv- 
ices should be backed with work 
by employer, labor, farm and civic 
groups. Meantime, though NYA 
and CCC have made “a valiant be- 
ginning,” the “realities of the situ- 
ation” demand expansion, in the 
present or some improved form. 

With Federal aid for general 
education, McClusky called for mer- 
ger for efficiency of “thousands of 
small rural school districts” and 
re-examination of State aid by most 
states to eliminate inequalities be- 
tween districts. Federal aid, he 
asserted “should be begun at once.” 

i Youths’ Loyalty. 

The fresh and dynamic capacity 
of young people for loyalty, demon- 
strated in one fashion in fantastic 
sacrifices by German youngsters 
abroad and in another by the 
prevalence and vigor of “causes” in 
schools at home, he said, consti- 
tutes an enromous resource wasted 
by opposite kinds of mishandling 
by cynics convinced*‘that youth: is 
all earth, and by sentimentalists 
who think it’s all stardust. 

“The older generation must over- 
come it blindness and indiffer- 
ence,” he said. “Only by welcom- 
ing young people into the full life 
of society can adults tap the en- 
ergy which waits to be harnessed.”

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Meeting Sunday to Decide Date 
for Walkout at Los Angeles 
Plant. 


LOS ANGELES, Nov. 8 (AP).— 
Wyndham Mortimer, international 
organizer for the CIO United Auto- 


mobile Workers’ Union, said today 
the membership of 3500 had voted 
overwhelmingly in favor of a strike 
at Vultee Aircraft, Inc. 

It was the first move of its kind 
in an airplane plant here since the 
recent industry speed-up for de- 
fense. | 

The union is demanding an in- 
crease of the minimum wage from 
50 cents to 75 cents an hour. . 
Mortimer said a meeting Sunday 
would decide the date of the walk- 
out. The plant employs 5300 men 
and has United States and foreign 
military as well as commercial con- 
tracts. 

Vultee received a War Depart- 
ment contract for $29,494,633 in 
September, bringing its backlog to 
nearly $90,000,000. It is scheduled 
to complete this month a Govern- 
ment order of a year ago for 300 
basic training ships. It also manu- 
factures the Vanguard pursuit 
ship. 

A recently announced expansion 
program to care for rapidly mount- 
ing orders is to cost about $5,000,- 
000. Another $4,000,000 is being 
spent enlarging its plant at Nash- 
ville, Tenn. Executives recently 
said they expected the plants here, 
at Nashville and at Wayne, Mich., 
to employ 18,000 by next June. 

L. H. Michener, UAW regional 
director, commented before the bal- 
loting started yesterday morning: 

“Wages in the aircraft industry 
are disgraceful. At Vultee, ap- 
proximately 60 per cent of the 
workers are receiving wages be- 
tween 50 and 55 cents an hour. 
We say this is an intolerable situ- 
ation, . . . Aircraft manufacturers 
are making tremendous profits 
during this period of national de- 
fense. . . . We are not going to 
tolerate these manufacturers hiding 
behind the slogan of national de- 
fense in an attempt to perpetuate 
substandard wages in the industry. 
We condemn this as an un-Ameri- 
can practice.”

BERLIN, Nov. 8. 


HE first real war in the air in world history, the “Battle of Brit- 
T ain,” entered its third month today with the Germans apparently 


but with the Royal Air Force still 


an effective fighting force opposing the Germans with a sometimes 
crazy courage, and with the Nazis saying that the war will probably 


Jast at least until next spring and possibly even longer. 


Its outcome will have a greater 
effect on the lives of a larger num- 
ber of people, including Americans, 
than any conflict in human mem- 


ory. 7 

‘Tet, thus far at least, the war 
against Great Britain is a war with- 
out any shock of land armies at all. 
The land armies are still separated 
by 21 miles of water. 


A Few Men in Planes. 


It is a war whose suffering and 
agony and destruction are being 


caused and whose outcome, with all 
ts fateful implications for hun- 
dreds of millions of people, is being 
decided, in the military sense, by 
literally a few thousand young men 
‘in a few thousand airplanes. 

And it is a war in which all these 
things are happening at a cost in 
human life which is still incredibly 
small by the standards of the last 
war and by most wars, and which 
consists for the most part of the 
killing and maiming of civilians, 

omen and children, instead of that 
of the young men, whose crippling 
any dying has been so characteris- 
tic and has had such far-reaching 
biological consequences in past 
wars. 


What has really happened in this 
war so far? 


Censorship conceals far more 
than it reveals of the truth. It 
would be brash to pretend to a fuill 
knowledge which no more than a 
dozen men on each, side possess, 
Reports from each side, further- 
more, are necessarily based on the 
official claims of that side, not on 
those of the enemy. 

Subject. to these reservations, 
however, it now appears possible to 
report the main objectives and 
main developments of the war in 
the air to date, and even to fore- 
cast tentatively and within cau- 
tious limits the probable main ob- 


fjectives of the future. 


Strategists Confounded. 


One thing, at least, is clear by 
this time: 

Amateur strategists here — and 
some strategists who are very far 
indeed from being altogether ama- 
teur—have been surprised both by 
the toughness of the British resist- 
ance to the German onslaught and 
by the trouble caused by unseason- 
able weather. 

In the first place, the Germans 
were spoiled by the long series of 
speedy victories which preceded 
the opening of the attack on Eng- 
land. In the second place, the 
Nazi press and radio persistently 
and systematically told the people 
for months before the war against 
England that the British were both 
cowardly and inept. 


The not unnatural result was 
that a good many Germans were 
encouraged to think that the Brit- 
ish would be beaten ‘with the same 
lightning speed as the Poles and 
the French. The optimists forgot 
to allow for the weather, as Philip 
II of Spain had also failed to do. 

“Beer hall strategists,” as a Nazi 
periodical recently called them, 
thought that the German air force 
would destroy the R. A. F. in two 
or three weeks and that the British 
would then surrender under the 
awful impact of the bombing at- 
tacks which would follow, or that 
the German army would be able to 
land an expeditionary force on the 
British Isles, as William the Con- 
queror had done 875 years before, 
and overrun England in a blitz- 


And it's a war of bitter paradox: 

There is nothing phony about it. It has brought more direct per- 
sonal suffering to larger numbers of human beings, and more destruc- 
tion to larger areas and vaster properties, further removed from the 
shock of land armies, than any other war in history. 


krieg lasting no mofe than a 
month, 
Blitzkrieg Still Possible. 

The war may yet develop along 
precisely these lines, of course. 
Theoretically, at least, some or 
even all of these things may begin 
to happen at an hour’s notice. 

Virtually nobody, furthermore, 
has ever been made healthy or 
wealthy, although a good many 
have been made wise too late, by 
underestimating Adolf Hitler and 
Germany. 

The disappointment here, final- 
ly, is far from being liable to im- 
pair Germany’s fighting morale 
during the predictable future. 

For what it is worth, however, 
and as a matter of historical rec- 
ord, the fact may still be noted 
that the British have put up a 
much better fight and that the 
weather has hampered operations 
to a much greater extent than 
many, if not most, Germans ex- 
pected would be the case. 

A survey of the war to date 
shows how these things have hap- 
pened: It shows what the Germans 
have set out to do and how the 
British have countered the German 
attack. It shows the ghastly price 
Britain has had to pay for its in- 
feriority in the air. It shows the 
main results achieved, and half 
achieved, so far. 


Four Phases of War. 


The German war in the air 
against England has consisted of 
four main phases: 

1. A preliminary period from the 
French and British declarations of 
war, on Sept. 3, 1939, to Aug. 8, 1940, 
when the real air offensive against 
England began. 

2. From the opening of. the air 
offensive on Aug. 8 to the begin- 
ning of the vast heavy bombing 
attacks on London itself, which 
were launched during the night of 
Sept. 6-7, 

3. The period of the heaviest 
vast daylight attacks on London 
and other objectives from Sept. 6-7 
to Oct. 8, when the Nazis began 
to send over lighter formations for 
daylight raids and to concentrate 
their heavy bomber attacks in night 
raids. 

4. The period since Oct. 8, which 
has been characterized by the in- 
creasing use of light formations for 
daylight attacks and by the increas- 
ing restriction of air activity, on 
both sides, by bad weather. 

During the first phase of the 
war in the air, German activity 
was largely confined to what the 
high command reports describe as 
“armed reconnaissance,” in which 
the Germans undertook to collect 
the information about the R. A. F. 
and the whole British positions, 
which they required for the “real’’ 
war in the air which was to come 
later. 

German bombing during this pe- 
riod was directed chiefly against 
naval bases and war vessels and 
consisted, for the most part, of 
relatively infrequent and isolated 
raids rather than of intensive, sys- 
tematic attacks. 

In general, this scouting activity 
was conducted by individual planes 
and the bombing raids by small 
formations. The Germans some- 
times employed units of as few as 
five planes on these bombing mis- 
sions—the standard Nazi bombing 
squadron consists of nine planes— 
although occasionally several such 
small formations were sent out on 
co-operative or related missions.

Old Question Raised. 


But Alexander raised a point 
which is not new to Parliament. If 
members of Parliament are to serve 
in the forces, they must not use 
information gained that way in 
Parliament. Either they should be 
members of Parliament or officers 
but not both. , 

A like question arose two years 
ago when Ducan Sandys, Winston 
Churchill's son-in-law, criticised the 
then War Minister, Leslie Hore- 
Belisha. Sandys had written Be- 
lisha on the question of the army’s 
inadequate equipment, as he real- 
ized that it would not be in the 
national interest to raise the ques- 
tion in public. However, Hore-Be- 
lisha turned the letter over to the 
Attorney-General, who, Sandys said, 
threatened him with contravention 
of official secrets. Sandys was an 
officer in a territorial regiment. 

In Sandys’ case, it was Churchill 
who aided his son-in-law and 
helped fight official action.

shattered a newspaper office 60 
yards from the restaurant where 
we were seeking “breakfast” at 3 
Pp. m. 
Salonikans rushed to the streets 
and cheered wildly as one burning 
bomber crashed two blocks from 
us, on the spot where two horses, 
killed in Saturday’s terrific bomb- 
ings, still lay. 
These events climaxed our three 
and a half day struggle to cover 
75 miles between the . Bulgarian 
border and Salonika, in which two 
accidents crippled our car and 
Edmund Stevens of the Christian 
Science Monitor and myself were 
unscratched in another crash in 
which our chauffeur and a Greek 
officer were injured and a horse 
was killed. 
Along with Russell Hill, New 
York Herald Tribune correspondent, 
we ended three successive days of 
walking through the blackout for 
several miles in search of help and 
sleeping quarters. When I hiked 
the last three miles into Salonika 
today, it didn’t seem that anybody 
could have a longer or tougher trip 
trying to reach anybody’s war. 
Unable to obtain cther transpor- 
tation, we averaged less than one 
mile an hour during these 84 hours, 
but we learned a lot ‘about the 
extraordinary fortitude with which 
the Greek people and army are 
meeting: Italy’s attacks. 


No Signs of Panic. 


Nowhere in any town or village 
did we see the slightest sign of 
panic. Except for the abnormal 
number of troops, life was going on 
at the ordinary tempo.

N previous articles I have had occasion to point out that Germany 
|». two ways of attacking Britain—by assault and by blockade. 

Assault may be aerial, or it may include invasion. 
German airforce appears, for the present at any rate, to have failed to 
prepare the way for invasion, Germany may now turn the major effort 


to blockade. 


To this method, just as with assault, air forces can contribute much, 
but they cannot do everything. One of the major weapons of the type 
of blockade which Germany may now adopt is the submarine. 


It was with the submarine that 
Germany came near defeating Great 
Britain in the last war. Prime 
Minister Churchill’s speech Tues- 
day indicates his belief that inten- 
sified submarine activities on the 
part of Germany may now be ex- 
pected. For such an expectation, 
there seem to be sound reasons. 

First, any submarines which Ger- 
many might have laid down at the 
beginning of the war would just 
about now be ready for service. 

Next, if Germany acquired any 
submarines from France, it would 
have taken, just about the length 
of time that has passed since the 
fall of France to train crews for 
them. About 70 French submarines 
are unaccounted for, besides some 
20 that were building. Many of 
these may have fallen into Ger- 
man hands at Cherbourg, 
and other ports. 

Next, the aid of Italy is avail- 
able, with 118 submarines, plus 
whatever number were laid down 
under the 1940 estimates. 

Finally, winter is approaching 
with its long ree in the vicin- 
ity of the British Isles, which give 
the submarine a good chance for 
long runs on the surface, econo- 
mizing on electric current; the 
longer the hours of night, the bet- 
ter chance the submarine has to 
evade its deadly enemy, the patrol- 
ling seaplane of the coastal com- 
mand. 


Nazi Stategical Advantage. 


Germany is in a far better posi- 
tion for submarine operations 
against Great Britain than it was 
in the last war.

the short stretch of German coast 
on the North Sea, and a couple of 
ports on the Belgian coast. Now 
it holds the whole coast of the 
continent from North Cape right 
around to Brest and to the Span- 
ish border. This not only increases 
the opportunities of its U-boats, 
but ‘also the cruising efficiency of 
each U-boat; for it is plain that a 
submarine which has to go 700 
miles, as from Wilhemshaven, to 
reach its cruising ground in the 
mouth of the English Channel is 
not going to be able to stay nearly 
so long on its station as one which 
only has to go 30 miles, as from 
Brest. 

Moreover, Germany can now use 
aircraft to help its U-boats. Air- 
craft can, of course, attack ship- 
ping themselves; they can also lo- 
cate targets for U-boats. The Ger- 
man genius for co-ordination of 
different type of weapons here has 
a field for its display. 

If Germany.can now employ 
something like 100 to 150 subma- 
rines of its own, plus say 50 ac- 
quired from the French, backed up 
by aircraft, great difficulties can 
be caused to Britain’s oversea traf- 
fic. If Italian submarines can be 
added, so much the better from 
the German viewpoint.

Complete unofficial returns, with the exception 
of the absentee ballots, give Forrest C. Donnell, the 
apparent Republican victor, 905,232 votes to Law- 
rence McDaniel’s 901,257, for a margin of 3972. 

This margin may or may not be conclusive. If 
there is no essential change in the official tabula- 
tion and if the absentee ballots project the present 
relative strength, Mr. Donnell is Missouri's next 
Governor. ‘This is the very strong probability. 

The absentee ballots—estimates of the number in 
this election range from 8000 to 15,000—would seem 
to be well protected by law against tampering by 
unscrupulous persons who might have political ends 
to serve. “Election officials have records of all such 
ballots, together with the names ahd applications 
of those who cast them. These ballots must be 
publicly opened in the presence of two representa- 
tives of the Democratic and two representatives 
of the Republican party. 

There is no danger in a prompt tabulation. The 
risk that some over-zealous politician will go out of 
bounds lies in casual, lax tallying of these ab- 
sentee ballots and certification of official returns. 
Enough is at stake for the count to be conducted 
with all possible dispatch, not dragged out, as is 
the custom. 

In the last primary, for example, the absentee 
ballots in the Truman-Stark senatorial contest were 
not finally tallied for two weeks. The present cir- 
cumstances require prompt action. 

The St. Louis Election Board’ can and should 
set an example for all other election authorities in 
the State. It has every facility for counting votes. 
It counted thousands of ballots election night. It 
can count its absentee ballots in short order and 
announce the result forthwith. 

This will. have two salutary effects. It will re- 
move all question in the public mind as to the 
status of the absentee ballot in St. Louis. It will 
suggest to the other election boards and county 
authorities the eminent desirability of prompt tab- 
ulation. 

Charles M. Hay, chairman of the St. Louis Elec- 
tion Board, enjoys the confidence of the community, 
as do the other commissioners. Immediate tabula- 
tion of the absentee ballot and prompt certifica- 
tion of the official vote will be in keeping with their 
high reputation as guardians of democraty’s cor- 
nerstone—the free ballot.

The Secretary of the Treasury has announced that 
he intends to ask Congress to increase the na- 
tional debt limit to 60 or 65 billion dollars.

Unity is a paramount national necessity because 
the world has fallen upon days such as it has not 
seen since Rome went down before the Goths and 
the Vandals and the Huns.. These are deadly earnest 
times, and all of us must realize it. 

Unity, obviously, does not mean that we must 
become as ostriches, that we may not keep a sharp 
eye on the saboteurs of democracy no matter in 
what political camp they may be found. It does 
mean that—since we have resolved our differences 
in the typically American compromise of an election 
—we must get together for the difficult days ahead. 

It is, therefore, disconcerting to find in some 
quarters a callow stubbornness. After the superb 
meeting in Carnegie Hall the other night, it is shock- 
ing to read, for example, in the New York Sun: 


There is going to be a call for national unity 
in the national defense, for healing the wounds 
of the campaign. In this call many Repub- 
licans are going to join. Many Americans have 
been educated by quiet and uneventful elec- 
tions of the past to treat an election by the 
standards of a sporting contest. This is ob- 
viously nonsense. 


If this intransigence were general, it would 
mean an end of democracy. It would mean that no 
great national effort would be possible unless the 
winners of an election literally exterminated their 
opponents. That has happened beyond the seas. It 
is the very thing against which we arm. 

Fortunately, this is far from the way in which 
the great majority of Americans see the job in 
hand. Their attitude was much better expressed 
by Gen. Hugh Johnson. We had made a note on our 
desk calendar during the campaign that the Old Blus- 
terer had promised to eat his column if the Dunn poll, 
predicting the defeat of President Roosevelt, did not 
prove to be much more accurate than that of Dr. Gal- 
lup, indicating his re-election. We had intended—as a 
good many people have done—to remind the Gen- 
eral of his promise. It would, we thought, be a 
very edifying performance.

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GOV. STARK ORDERS AN AUDIT. 

Gov. Stark’s ordered audit into the State printing 
business should throw light where light is sorely 
needed. The true extent of this lucrative business— 
indeed, the full cost of it—has been a mystery, as 
the business itself has baen a virtual monopoly. Com- 
petitive bidding has been difficult, not to say on a 
shot-in-the-dark basis. 

With a complete and disinterested audit conducted 
under the auspices of the Governor's office—and, be it 
added, under authority granted the Governor by the 
Legislature for just such a situation—much that 
is not now generally known about the printing busi- 
ness will come out into the open. 

The figures on a public business which is esti- 
mated to amount to from $800,000 to $900,000 for the 
biennium should be open to public inspection at any 
time. Gov. Stark’s audit in the closing weeks of his 
administration can and doubtless will be one of his 
contributions to statecraft in Missouri. 
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Republican Chairman Joe Martin reduces the result 
to a “narrow margin.” Gen. Hugh Johnson, cocking 
a suspicious eye at the camera, calls it a photo-finish. 
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MISSOURI WEEK END. 

For motorists in quest of a pleasant week end, we 
Suggest a trip to Boonville or some other town where 
they have kin or friends on a river farm. They will 
be sure of fine ham steaks, an evening of apples, 
cider and doughnuts, a brisk Sunday morning walk 
atop of the bluffs of the Missouri, Then, in the mid- 
dle of the morning, let them start for Lexington. 

Of all the interesting towns in the State, this 
one is not visited nearly as often as it should be. 
From this point, mueh of Northwestern Missouri was 
settled, families coming up river from Ohio and Ken- 
tucky to disembark at Lexington’s landing. Here, 
too, was fought what must be for Missourians one 
of the most interesting engagements of the Civil War. 

The battlefield—the hills that Col. Mulligan and 
his Federal troops’ sought unsuccessfully to defend 
against the motley force of Gen. Sterling Price—is 
much as it must have been 80 years ago. Before its 
high promontory stretches a panorama of the lush 
fields and the low-rolling hills north of the Missouri. 

Behind it lies the old town, with its white neo- 
Classic courthouse, its “General Grant” City Hall with 
the floating silver dome, the cast-iron fronts of the 
business section and its streets of fine Victorian 
houses, the real style of the early Missouri, and not 
the imitation Cape Cod that is now so general, There 
is only one blemish: the streamlined, yellow brick 
municipal auditorium. 

A half-hour in the cemetery is as interesting as 
a visit to a New England burying ground. Here 
are stones with Anglo-Saxon names, eighteenth cen- 
tury dates and graphic records of the migration from 
the Berkshires, from tidewater Virginia, the Western 
Reserve, and even from Fyfeshire across the seas. 
There are German names, too, and Irish. 

The homeward route must, of course, be over High- 
way 24, through the fertile land where Missouri 
begins to look like Iowa. Huge red brick mansions, 
instead of the red barns of Iowa, are the badges of 
prosperity—a prosperity that had its beginning in 
the old slave days. 

It’s a long trip, this week-end expedition almost 
across the State of Missouri, but anybody driving 
through the fields of tawny yellow and dull green, 
with here and there a stretch of dun maroon, will 
have no regrets as Jupiter points the way home. 
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Conspicuously among those present is the absentee.

NO TIME FOR GLOATING.

|LASHLY SAYS SUPREME COURT 


HAS CHANGED ITS BASIC POLICY 


U. S. Bar Head Predicts Bench 
Will Be More Reluctant to 
Restrain Government. 

OKLAHOMA CITY, Nov. 8 (AP). 
—Jacob M. Lashley of St. Louis, 
president of the American Bar As- 
sociation, predicts the United States 
Supreme Court will become “more 
and more reluctant to place re- 
straints on the executive and legis- 
lative branches of the Federal Gov- 
ernment.” 

Pointing to a “definite change in 
constitutional policy as written by 
the Supreme Court,” Lashly told 
300 Oklahoma lawyers last night 
“the court has not stricken down 
a legislative act since 1937 and I 
think it rather obvious that the 


old philosophy is not to be used 
as a stop for expression of the 
majority view in sociological prob- 
lems. Judicial restraint is the new 
trend. We have seen a change in 
the fundamental policy of Amer- 
ican democracy. 

“Pressure groups ... are be- 
ginning to make their power felt 
in Government. Some think a new 
philosophy is necessary, that group 
interest is more important than the 
individual’s interest standing alone. 
That’s what confronts us.”

Tells English-Speaking Union| = ~ 


Coming Offensive Depends 
Partly on U. S. 


A prediction that Great Britain 
will take the offensive against Ger- 
many “earlier perhaps than some 
people believe” as the mobilization 
of empire manpower and material 
proceeds, was made last night by 


L |Richard Gardiner Casey, Australian 
p= |Minister at Washington. Casey, the 
|first Australian diplomatic repre- 
p< |sentative in this country, spoke to 
-|the St. Louis branch of the English- 


Speaking Union at Hotel Coronado. 

“The coming offensive against the 
machine-made Nazi-hordes,” he said, 
“will depend not only upon the 
trained manpower of Great Britain 
and other British countries, but also 
on the output of American factories. 

“Thus, we Britons feel,” he con- 
tinued, “that we are already en- 
gaged with the people of this coun- 
try in 2 joint effort to preserve the 
democratic way of life against its 
dark assailants in different parts of 


the world. This collaboration is pos- 
sible, though the British Empire is 
at war and the United States re- 
mains at peace.” 

After stressing the community of 
interest between the United States 
and Australia in the Southwest Pa- 
cific, the speaker described the 
present war effort of the common- 
wealth. He said there soon would 
be 250,000 men under arms at home 
aside from tens of thousands now 
serving in England, the Eastern 
Mediterranean region and at Singa- 
pore. Australia has extensive and 
growing munitions and plane in- 
dustries and destroyers are also 
built there, Casey said. A _ pilot 
training program, to cost $250,000,- 
000, he added, soon will be turning 
out thousands of trained airmen 
every month. 

“IT commend your attention,” the 
speaker went on, “to a map of the 
Pacific Ocean.. I would venture 
to suggest to you that Australia 
and New Zealand are outposts of 
the type of civilization which is 
dear to the hearts of the American 
people. I would also emphasize the 
fact that they are outposts of great 
strategic significance.” 

“Australia,” Casey said, “is rapid- 
ly becoming the arsenal of the 
Southwest Pacific. If at any time 
we were called upon to make our 
contribution to a general defensive 
effort in that region, I can assure 
you that the Australian contribu- 
tion would be far from negligible.”

“A Little Group of Willful Men.” 

“Who,” inquires a reader, “is the 
author of the expression,‘ ‘a little 
group of willful men,’ and how did 
it come into being?” 

The epithetic reference in ques- 
tion is the brain-child of Woodrow 
Wilson, twenty-eighth president of 
the United States; and it was ut- 
tered under the following circum- 
stances: 

On the eve of the entry of the 
United States into the last World 
War, the House of Representatives 
passed a bill “to authorize and em- 
power the President to arm mer- 
chant ships and otherwise provide 
for their protection.” 

Reflecting nation-wide sentiment, 
the Senate was overwhelmingly in 
favor of this so-called “armed neu- 
trality” measure; but six Repub- 
licans and five Democrats were ve- 
hemently opposed—so much so that 
they filibustered against it till Con- 
gress adjourned. 

Commenting immediately upon 
the action of these 11 Senators, 
President Wilson said: 

“A little group of willful men, 
representing no opinion but their 
own, have rendered the great Gov- 
ernment of the United States help- 
less and contemptible.”

You have excellent defense 
against spades, but not enough out- 
side strength to force a bid from 
partner by means of a takeout 
double.. Nor has a no trump bid by 
you anything to recommend it. 
Your greatest opportunity, by far, 
is to lay back and wait for the 
opponents to hang themselves (30 
points demerit for one no trump, 
double, or two clubs; 50 points de- 
merit for any higher bid).

South should have passed to his 
partner’s three no trump bid, but 
if he had, it is very doubtful that 
the game would have been stolen, 
as it was in four spades. 

West opened the king of diamonds 
and followed with three more 
rounds, declarer ruffing the fourth. 

Declarer’s first play on taking the 
lead was to lay down the ace of 
trumps. West false carded with 
the jack for what reason I am 
unable to report. 

Now an expert player in South’s 
seat would realize that if West 
really had only one trump, East 
would be marked with five, and 
that nothing could rob him of a 
trump trick. But this declarer was 
incapable of “so much thought.” 
His knowledge had reached only 
the stage of finesses, of which he 
was greatly enamored. Instead of 
now playing the king of trumps 
on the legitimate hope that West 
was false carding with the J-10 
blank, declarer crossed to dummy’s 
ace of hearts and finessed against 
the ten of trumps in East’s hand. 
The finesse winning, trumps were 
drawn and the rest of the tricks 
were claimed. 

West knew enough to blush pain- 
fully. The declarer simply felt well 
pleased with himself for his “clever- 
ness.” And poor East had to be 
content with a vitriolic glare at 
his false carding partner.
